Claim Objections 

3. Claims 4-26 objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c) as being in improper form because a 
multiple dependent claim cannot depend from any other multiple dependent claim. See MPEP 
§ 608.0 l(n). Accordingly, the claims 4-22 and 26 have not been further treated on the merits. 

4. Claim 3 is objected to because of the following informalities: when taken as being 
dependent from claim 1 only, there is a lack of antecedent basis for the terms "inserted film". 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6. Claims 1 and 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

7. Regarding claims 1 and 3, the phrase "or the like" renders the claim(s) indefinite because 
the claim(s) include(s) elements not actually disclosed (those encompassed by "or the like"), 
thereby rendering the scope of the claim(s) unascertainable. See MPEP § 2173.05(d). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

8. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

9. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over the WIPO 
document (WO 01/77484) to Sollesnes (hereafter WO'484) in view of Owens et al. (US 
5,607,017). WO '848 discloses a plug (24) for pressure testing of bore holes. The plug has an 
associated pipe in which the plug is installed in a plug-carrying chamber. The underside of the 
plug is arranged (rests) in a seat at the bottom of the chamber. The plug has a number of layer- 
formed or tier-formed ring disc elements of a given thickness. They are fitted on top of one 
another. There is a film or a sheet of a material (44) other than glass is inserted between the 
different layers of the plug to obtain the required strength and toughness. This material is 
disclosed as a gasket, which can be made from paper. WO '848 does not disclose that the plug 
seals off the passage through the pipe by cooperating with sealing bodies. Owens et al. discloses 
a dissolvable plug that rests between sealing bodies (24). It would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to use the seals of Owens et al. with 
the plug of WO '848. This would be done to improve the pressure testing ability of the plug and 
prevent leaks. 

Conclusion 

10. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Starr et al., Eden et al., Gonzalez et al., Buelt et al. and the pre-grant publication to 
Turley all show similar features to those of the present invention.
